It was impossible to de­ 
termine the full amount at the time of 
sale for the reason that the monthly 
statement made by the secretary of the

Union Pacific on the first of every month 
was nor available aud it was found nec­ 
essary to estimate some items, although 
it is admitted by both sides that the esti­ 
mates £we approximately correct.

Cincinnati, N ov. 2.—The last day of 
tlic Ohio campaign was so inclement 
that most of the meetings were aband­ 
oned. 
This is what Is known as an “off 
year” in Ohio. 
The years following 
presidential elections are called “off 
years.” Following the election of Hayes 
in 1376, the Democrats carried Ohio in 
1877 for Bishop for governor and a legis­ 
lature that made George H. Pendleton 
(Dem.) senator. 
Following the election 
of Cleveland in 1884, the Republicans 
carried the state in 1885 for Foraker for 
governor and Sherman for senator. 
Following the election of Harrison in 
1888, the Democrats in 1889 elected 
Campbell governor and secured a legis­ 
lature that made Brice senator. Follow­ 
ing the re-election of Cleveland in 1892, 
came the election of McKinley as gover­ 
nor aud the return of Sherman to the 
senate. 
And the Democrats now say 
that following the election of McKinley 
in 1896, history will repeat itself on the 
record of “off years” tieing against the 
party that is in power. 
The Democrats 
are claiming Hamilton county by a 
large plurality and on account of its 14 
member- in the legislature they also 
claim a majority in that body for the 
election of a United States senator. The 
Republican* claim a large plurality on 
their state ticket and that they will 
have a majority in the legislature w ith­ 
out Hamilton county. 
The Republicans 
last night offered bets even on electing 
their candidate.

a i exciting incidents. 
A few months 
ago it seemed us though there would be 
a straight tight between the republicans 
aud Democrats with the odds in favor of 
the latter on account of the opposition 
to th© Raines liquor law. 
The law is 
highly un poplar with the foreign born 
inhabitants of jhe city. 
Four events have occurred which have 
in turn upset the calculations of the 
political leaders. 
The first was the 
formation of the Citizens1 union, which 
drew its strength chiefly from the Re­ 
publican party, and whose leaders were 
fiercely hostile to Senator Platt. 
The next -tartling event was the re­ 
turn from Europe of Richard Croker 
and Ins immediate assumption of the 
management of Tammany hall. 
He 
swept aside all opposition aud dictated 
the nomination of Robert A. Yan Wyck 
for mayor, aud carried matters with 
such a high hand as to lead to serious 
defections from the wigwam. 
The third epoch was the nomination 
of Henry George by the Jeffersonian 
Democrats. 
His veterans in the cam­ 
paign of I VG, when he polled 68,000 
votes flocked to his standard as the 
soldiers of France did to the banner of 
Napoleon returned from Elba. 
Then came George’* death to again 
set at naught ail calculations aud to con­ 
fuse the voter. The Republicans, Tam­ 
many, Cilia©us and George parties all 
mailed appeals to the voters yesterday 
and all made chums that they would bo 
successful today.

Pittsburg street. 
At Broadway a large 
crowd had gathered and four of the 
marchers, with drawn revolvers, stepped 
to the front and or dc red the crowd back. 
Just then some one threw a stone in­ 
to the crowd of nonunionists. This was 
responded to by a shot followed by a regu­ 
lar fusilade, fully 50 shots being flied, 
nearly all coming from nonunion men. 
Manager Skimp was shot iii the left side 
and was struck by a stone or brick on

N ew York, Nov. 2.—The most sensa­ 
tional political campaign in the history 
of New York ended last night. 
Not a 
day for the past month has been devoid 
of exciting incidents. 
A few months 
ago it seemed as though there would be 
a straight fight between the republicans 
and Democrats with the odds in favor of 
the latter on account of the opposition 
to the Raines liquor law. 
The law is 
highly uupoplar w ith the foreign born 
inhabitants of .the city. 
Four events have occurred which have 
in turn upset the calculations of the 
political leaders. 
The first was the 
formation of the Citizens* union, which 
drew its strength chiefly from the Re­ 
publican party, and whose leaders were 
fiercely hostile to Senator Platt. 
The next startling event was the re­ 
turn from Europe of Richard Oroker 
and his immediate assumption of the 
management of Tammany hall. 
He 
swept aside ail opposition aud dictated 
the nomination of Robert A. Yan Wyck 
for mayor, aud carried matters with 
such a high hand as to lead to serious 
defections from the wigwam. 
The third epoch was the nomination 
of Henry George by the Jeffersonian 
Democrats. 
His veterans in th© cam­ 
paign of iv*;, when he polled tKOOO 
votes Hocked to his standard as the 
soldiers of France did to the banner of 
Napoleon rot turned from Elba. 
Then came George’s death to again 
set at naught all calculations aud to con­ 
fuse tho voter. 
The Republicans, Tam­ 
many, Citterns aud George parties all 
mailed appeals to the voters yesterday 
and all made claims that they would be 
successful today.

Sow to fK tu n rt the Lichting Force mad 
Effect of a Flam e. 
This question and its answer have 
been until recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. 
But since one method of 
lighting is competing w ith tho other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri­ 
ous to tim layman. 
Per measuring th© lighting power the 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim­ 
ple application the experiment can be 
tried easily at horns. 
A sheet of whit© 
paper with a grease spot in tho center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
oandle aud a lamp. 
When tho frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
tho grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both eide& 
By moving the framo with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
less brilliant light— that is, the candle 
—it wtll arrive finally at a point where 
I the greaso spot has apparently disap- 
rpeared on both sides of the paper. This 
fdeceptioa m ust always occur when on 
t both sides of the paper an equal bright- 
fness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper aud the lamp OO inches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper is tho same, tnen the light of the 
lamp will be as strong as that of nine 
candles. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 times 60 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of course, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the laboratories. —Pear 
•an’a Weekly.

a silk dress pattern or a silver teapot, 
and although comparative blanks are 
the rule, there is always the possibility 
of a prize. For example, the auctioneer 
holds up one of these odd shaped bun­ 
dles, listed “ pictures, underwear, mu 
sic, cigars.” Going—going—gone—foi 
90 cents to a dapper young gentleman 
who w as caught by the word “ cigar. 
He opens it on the sport—an unwise 
thing to do if one objects to good natur. d 
ridicule—and this is what he finds: .Six 
cigars, broken into bits w ith so strong 
an odor that one wonders how a sledge 
hammer could have done it; underwear 
—a female IO cent “ jersey;” pictures— 
a collection of newspaper cuts designed 
for amusement of some email child. 
The lot would be dear at a quarter and 
is of no use to the buyer.

Expense and Profits of Travel 
I 


English Railway Line*. 
How many people who travel in trains 
I ever think of the cost of running them? 
It w ill probably surprise most people 
who have traveled from London to Ed 
inburgh to know that every mile of the 
j journey costs tho railway company over 
half a crown. The cw t of the whole 
journey from the English to the Scotch 
capital is £50. 
Til© average cost of running a train 
in England is 2s. 7d. per mile, so that, 
the fare being reckoned at Id. per mil© 
a train with less than Si pas*. ng< rn tm 
each mile in run at a loss. 
There arn 
few trains, however, that do not carry 
more than this number of passeligora, 
and many of them carry the immix 1 
doubled many times over. 
It is hocus 
gary frt»qnently to run trains that do not 
pay-—usually in thinly inhabited coun­ 
try districts—but for every train run at 
a long probably IOO ar© run at an enor­ 
mous profit. 
Take, for instance, the journey from 
London to Edinburgh, which costs the 
railway company £50. 
The average 
number cf "through” passengers in 
these trains is probably OO, in which 
case the total fares would bo nearly 
£100—a clear gain of nearly £60. Wha* 
it is remembered that these trains ran 
several times a day, and every day in 
the year, it will be understood what un 
enormous revenue a single line yield?- in 
tho course of 12 months. Supposing th© 
average number of passengers to be 60, 
the midnight train from Loudon to Ed­ 
inburgh yields over £80,000 for divi­ 
dend in a year! 
Th*- longest railway journey in th© 
United Kingdom would probably be 
from Penzance, in Cornw all, to Thurso, 
in the north cf Scotland, a distance ol 
over 1,000 miles. 
A train running be­ 
tween these two places would exhaust 
an ordinary clerk’s salary for a whole 
year, the cost being no less than £133.

2.—The most sensa­ 
tional political campaign in the history 
of New York ended last night. 
Not a 
day for the past month has been devoid 
of exciting incidents. 
A few months 
ago it seemed as though there would be 
a straight fight between the republicans 
and Democrats with the odds in favor of 
the latter on account of the opposition 
to the Raines liquor law. 
The law is 
highly unpoplar with the foreign born 
inhabitants of the city. 
Four event s have occurred which have 
in turu upset the calculations of the 
political leaders. 
The first was the 
formation of the Citizens’ union, which 
drew its strength chiefly from the Re­ 
publican party, and whose leaders were 
fiercely hostile to Senator Platt. 
The next startling event was the re­ 
turn from Europe of Richard Crisker 
and his immediate assumption of the 
management of Tammany hall. 
He 
swept aside all opposition and dictated 
the nomination of Robert A. Yau Wyek 
for mayor, aud carried matters with 
such a high hand as to lead to serious 
defection# from the wigwam. 
Tho third epoch was the nomination 
of Hi ury George by the Jeffer-oman 
Democrats. 
Hi- veterans in the cam­ 
paign of 18*3, when he polled 68,000 
vote- flocked to his standard as the 
soldiers of France did to the banner of 
Napoleon returned from Elba. 
Then came George’s death to again 
set at naught all calculations and to con­ 
fuse the voter.

B ow to Itou iflr* th e L igh tin g Fore* aa* 
rrr.M t o f a F lam e. 
This question end its answ er have 
been nutil recently of Interest to scien­ 
tists only'. 
But sine© on© m ethod of 
lighting is com peting w ith tho other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seem ingly become a publio 
m atter. 
How m any candle power? The 
question is very sim ple and yet m ysteri­ 
ous to tit© layman. 
For m easuring th© lighting power the 
m ost reliable results are obtained by 
m eans of a grease spot. In its m ost sim ­ 
ple application tho experim ent can bs 
tried cagily a t boma. 
A sheet of whit© 
lier w ith a grease spot in tho center 
put into a fram e and placed between 
tw o flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an 
ordinary 
candle aud a lamp. 
W hen tho fram e is equally distant 
from th© tw o unequally bright flames, 
tho grease spot can bo seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By m oving the frnmo w ith 
tho sheet of paper slowly tow ard the 
less b rilliant light— that is, the candle 
—it WHI arrive finally a t a point where 
(th© grease spot has apparently disap- 
fpearcd cm both sides of the pape r. This 


1 deception m ust always occi r w hen on 
> both sides of the paper an ©qual bright­ 
n e ss prevails and no side lig h t exists. 
^Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how m uch stronger is th© 
light of the lam p than th a t of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper aud the lam p 60 inches and 
yet tho brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, teen the lig h t of the 
lam p w ill be as strong as th a t of nine 
candles.

Exprniw' aud Profit* of Travel ob 
English Railway Line*. 
How m any people w ho travel in trains 
ever think of the cost of running them ; 
It w ill probably surprise in Oft people 
who have traveled from London to Ed 
inburgli to know that every m ile of the 
journey costs the railw ay com pany over 
half a crown. 
The cost of the whole 
journey from the English to the Scotch 
capital is £50. 
The average cost of running a train 
in E ngland is SA 7d. per mile, so that, 
the fare being reckoned at Id. per mile 
a train w ith less than 31 pass# ngers f<>i 
each m ile is run at a loss. 
There uro 
few trains, however, that do not carry 
more than this num ber of passengers, 
and m any of them carry the nom b n 
doubled m any tim es over. 
It is n# ce* 
sary frequently to run trains that do not 
pay— usually in thinly inhabited coun­ 
try district-;—-but for every train run at 
a loss probably IOO are run at an enor­ 
mous profit 
Take, for instance, the journey from 
London to Edinburgh, w hich costs the 
railw ay com pany £50. 
Tho average 
num ber of “ through” passengers in 
these trains is probably OO, in which 
case the total fares would be nearly 
£100— a clear gain of nearly £60. When 
it is rem em bered that these trains run 
several tim es a day, and every day in 
the year, it w ill be understood w hat an 
enormous revenue a single line yields in 
the course of 12 months. Supposing the 
average num ber of passengers to be 60. 
the m iduight train from London to Ed­ 
inburgh yield* over £20,000 for divi­ 
dend in a year I 
The longest railw ay journey in the 
U nited Kingdom would probably be 
from Penzance, in Cornwall, to Thurso, 
in tho north of Scotland, a distance of 
over 1,000 miles. 
A train running be­ 
tween these tw o places would exhaust 
an ordinary clerk’s salary for a whole 
year, the cost being no less than £138. 
—Loudon Tit-Bits.

A Moscow dentist has solved the 
problem of supplying the hum an m outh 
w ith false teeth w hich w ill grow iuto 
the gums a© firm ly im natural ones. Dr. 
Zam ensky has p< H o m ed several suc­ 
cessful operations on dogs as w ell as 
hum an beings. 
The teeth are made of 
g u tta percha, porcelain or m etal, as the 
case may be. 
At the root of the false tooth hole! 
are made. Holes are also made upward 
into the jaw. 
The tooth is then placed 
in the cavity. 
In a short tim e a soft, 
granulated grow th finds its way from 
the p atien t’s jaw into the holes in the 
tooth. 
This grow th gradually hardens 
aud holds the tooth in position. 
It is stated that it does not m atter 
w hether the cavity in which the tooth 
is to be placed is one from which a nat­ 
ural tooth has been recently draw n or 
w hether it has been healed for mint 
years.—Moscow Letter.
